The reading of the Minutes was dlspensed with.

The proclamation of the Mayor designating the week of April 12-18 as
PAN AMERICAN WEEK in Auetin, requested by the Pan American Student Forum of
Allan Junior High School, was approved.

The proclamation of the Mayor designating the week of April 11.17 as
WORLD TRADE WEEK, requested by the Austin League of Vomen Voters, was approv-
ed. '

A committee from the Local Chapter of General Contractors, with
Rex Kitchens, Chalrman, as spokesman, came before the Council and submitted
s written request asking that the City not engage in construction work but
let the work by bid to private contractors. The Mayor advised the commlttes
that the City Council would be glad to go into the matter for further dls-
cussion at a meeting of the City Council and the commitiee to be arranged
for.

Willism Yelderman, Attorney for Woodrow Knape, came before the Councll
and requested that the commercial garage erected by his client in the rear
of 13th and San Jacinto Streets on the bullding line given him by a private
surveyor be allowed to stand, notwithstanding the fact that same does not
coincide with the building line given later by the Cltyls engineer, which
shows the building projecting from 5 to 8 inches onto city property. The

2, Opposition to this change was expressed by a large number of
property owners on the grounds that thls area is still prin-
cipally developed as residential with apartment houses and
dwellings constituting the majority of the construction and
Use; that this would be spot zoning to permit the sale of
beer and would encourage other simllar Uses to come in; that
the business would increase the existing traffic hazard, and
that this Use is not needed in the neighborhood,
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3+ The Board deemed that in view of the vigorous opposition
expressed and after careful consideration and study that
this change should not be made on the grounds that it would
create a spot zone; that the reguest is not in response to
any public demand or necessity as shown by the opposition;
and that to deny the change would not cause the applicant
unnecessary hardship since it is the opinion of the Board
that the success of a restanrant business does not depend
on the sale of beer but on the service and quality of food,
and that it 1s contrary to the avowed policy of legalizing
and controlling the sale and dispensing of alcohollc bever-
ages 89 specifilcally provided in the Zoning Ordinance and on
zoning maps of the City of Austin.

1. This request is for a change of zoning on four lots located
at the southeast corner of Fredericksburg Road and West Gibson
Street, the property fronting on Fredericksburg Road on the
north side of West Gibson Street being now zoned as commercisl
as well as the property across Frederickburg Road west of the
applicantts property.

2, The spplicant stated that because of the existing commercial
gones to the north and west, her property ls now more suitable
for commercial development than residential, and is asking for
a change o permlt this type of use, and was joined in the
application by two adjacent property owners,

3. The Board deemed that since the City Council has in successive
changes established an initial commercial development along
the Fredericksburg Road from Barton Springs RBoad south, the
other property owners on this Road in the same sector are now
Justified in agking for = simllar change of their property
and the Board deemed that it would be inequitable and diserim- |
inatory to withhold the same rights and privileges from thess
property owners who now face commercial areas or adjoin them,
This 1llustrates the tendency of an initlal change to develop
into a2 change not in accord with any comprehensive plan of the
area or the City as a whole,

%, The Board of Adjustment begs to call the atiention of the
members of the City Council to the fact that the recommenda-
tiong of the Board have been based on zoning and the interests
of the community as a whole as being the prime objective of
zoning, which accounts for many recommendations agalinst zoning
applications made by individual citizens for their private
benefit primarily.

5. Tor a clearer exposlition of the legal backgrounds of zoning
which have influenced the Board of Adjustment in its decislons,
there is attached hereto an addregs by the Chief Justice of
the State of Comnecticut which reporis the almost universal
attitude and approach towards zoning throughout the United
States by the higher courts. It 1s hoped that the members of
the Council mey find time to read this statement for a better
understanding of the concepts which guide the Board in its
recommendations and decisiohs on all zoning matters brought
before 1it.

the fact thet greater depths may not be required at speclal points, Vhen the
Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground
as to elevations or working points from which to base the locabtion of thelr
assignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than
three {3) days bvefore such information is reguired. The Texas Public Service
Company is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the
expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during
the construction of lines named in this resolution,

the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) is estimated to be the cost of
the sewer lines; and the Customer in conslderation of the foregoing obligations
to the City, which are aggumed for the benefits of the Customsr in order to
furnlsh water service and sewer to him, agrees to deposit the sum of Two Thous-
and Six Hundred and Fifty-five Dollars ($2,655.00) with the City of Austin
prior to commencement of the work.

I11.

Within a reasonable time after deposit of the sum or sums of money as
provided in Paragraph II, the City of Austin agrees to commence consiruction
of the utility improvements described in Parasgraph I and to prosecute said
work in a good and workmanlike menner and with reasonable dlligence until
fully completed; but delays occasioned by matters and events over which the
City has no control shall be excepted and not included in the time reasonably
required to complete the work,

IV,

The deposit provided for in Paragraph II is an estimate only of the
cost of constructing the utility improvements deseribed in Paragraph I; and
it 1s agreed that if the actual cost of such work is less than the amount
deposited by the Customer, the Clty of Austin after the work is completed will
refund to the Customer the difference betwesn the actual cost and the estimated
cost of such work, but if the actual cost of such work shall exceed the amount
of said deposlt, the Customer agrees upon notice from the City immediately
to deposit an additional sum to make up the difference between the estimated
cost and the actua) cost of the work,

V.

Inmediately after the cowpletion of the utllity improvements described
in Paragraph I, the City of Austin will furnish to the Customer a statement
of such costs, together with the date of completion of the work; and the City
of Austin is hereby amthorized, through its officers or agents, to note on
this contract the correct figure stating the actual cost of such work and the
date of completlon,

vI.

It is agreed that the Customer shall be reimbursed for the money de-
posited as provided in Paragraph II above in the followling manner:

Within sixty (60) days after the first day of January following com-
pletion of the work described in Paragraph I, the City shall pay to the Cus-
tomer a sum equal to twice the gross amount of income realized by the City
from the service and sale of water for usual, customary, and normal domestic,
commercial, and industrial uses to customers having a direct connection with
the water meins and sewer lines, deseribed above, for the period of time im-
nediately preceding the first day of January; and within sixty (60) days after
the first day of Janmuary of each succeeding year the City agrees to pay to

the Customer a sum equal to twice the gross income realized by the City during
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the preceding celendar year from the service and sale of water from sald
water lines for usual, customary, and normal domestic, commercial, and in-
dustrlal uses to customers having a direct connection with said water mains
and sewer lineg, until the total amount of the cost of construction of the .
utility improvements has been repaid; but in no event shall the City malke
such payments for a period of time longer than ten (10) years from the date
of completion of sald work (as such date is noted hereon under provisions of
Paragraph V), even though the full cost of such work at the end of said time
has not been refunded in full to the Customer; and if at any time before the
expliration of sald ten (10) year period the prinecipal sum of such cost has
been repald, further payment shall ceage.

VII.

It 1g agreed that the City may make such repsirs and changes in all
of sald utility improvements, pipes, bydrants, and connections necessary to
the orderly conduct of proper utility systems, Title to all sald ubility im-
provements shall be and remaln at all times in the City of Austin,

VIlI.

It 13 zgreed that this contract 1g made with reference to the exlsting
charter and ordinances of the City of Austin and laws of the State of Texas
pertaining to all matters affecting this contract, and the Customer agrees fo
comply with zll provisions of such laws, ordinances and charter,

IX.

It is agreed that the City of Austin may at its option retain any part
or all of the depogli made by the Customer in compliance with Paragraphs II
and IV of this contract and refuse to malke the payments and refunds provided
for in Paragraphs IV and VI of this contract in the event the Customer shall
fall or refuse to comply subsiantially with any obligation lawfully imposed
on the City of Austin regulating the platting, planning, and development of
subdivisions within the City of Austin,
